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chapter i: 


Brief History cj Tank'. 

\ 

The Tonk State is situated partly in Rajputana and p artly in Central 
India and consists of six pargauas that are separated from each other by 
distances varying from 20 to 2S0 miles. The Rajputana parganas are Tonk, 
Aligarh and Nimbahera, and those in Central India are Chhabra, Sironj 
and Pirawa, The State has an area of 2,579 square miles and a population 
of 2,87,898. 


The founder of the State Vas Nav?ab Amir Khan, an Afghan of the Buner 
tribe known as Salarzie. Early in the 17th century, one Taleh Khan left 
his home in the Buner country and took service in Rohilkhand -with Ali- 
Muhammad Khan, a Rohilla of distinction. His son, Hayat Khan, acquired 
considerable land in the Mnradabad district and was the father of Nawab 
Amir Khan. The latter was bom in 1758, and "when &0 years of age, left 
his home to carve out a career for hiroaelf He first offered his services to 
De Boigne ■who was recruiting for Sjndhia's Army, but De Ejpigne consi- 
dered that he was too young and inexperienced, and declined to enlist him. 
For the next ten years he served as a mercenary leader whenever he could 
find lucrative ‘employment, and in 1798, he was advanced to the command 
of a large army in the service of Jaswant Rao Holkar. He fought with 
distinction in the campaign against Sindhia and the British, and took no 
small part in levying the indemnities imposed on Rajputana and Malwa. 
Holkar appreciated his fighting qualities and in order to have his services 
permanently at his command, he agreed to share all conquered terr itories 
with him. Sirotg was accordingly made over to Nawab Amir Khan hy 
Holkar in 1798, and Tonk and Pirawa fell to his share in 1806, Nimbahera 
was added to his territory in 1809, and Chhabra in 1616. On the entrance 
of the British into Malwa Nawab Amir Khan made overtures to them, hut 
the conditions he proposed were considered to he extravagant and unacoept- 
abIe,The British, however, oSered to guarantee him all the lands he had been 
granted by Holkar on condition that he abandoned the predatory system

hs had aJoptefi, &i6\a»dcd ii\s amy and surrendeted WsatliUery, witlC 
the exception of 40 guns, to the British, at a valuation. Amir-ud-Banla 
BaUodur agreed to these proposals, and they were embodied in. a treaty in 
To tho territories thus guaranteed i. e. the five PargaUas already 
mentioned, the tort and Pargaaa of Rimputa, now known ns AUgarh, were 
added by the British Government and a sam of three lailis was also givon 
to him to enable him to tinanoe his State. He administered the State till 
his death in 1834 , when he was sueceedded by bis son Nawab 'Wazir 
JIuhammad Khan ^nzir-nd-Daula. The latter did much to consolidate 
the State, and during the Mutiny of 1857 he distinguished himself by hoi* 
diug the Tonk Port with a small garrison against the combined forces of 
the Nawab of Banda and Tantia Topi. In actnowledgment ot hia services, 
his salute was raised from 15 to 17 guns, and bo received a sanad guranteeing 
the successton of his family according to Muhammadan Law, in the event 
of failure of natural heirs. He died in 1864 , and was succeeded by his sou 
h^awab Muhammad Ali Khan, who was deposed by the British Government 
in 1867 , and was exiled to Benares, where he died in 1895 . Hia eldest son 
H'awab Hafiz Muhammad Ibrahim Ali Khan succeeded him in 1867 , and 
is still ruler of the State. Buring His Highness’ reign many reforms have 
been introduced and the GoTcrnment of India have shown their appreciAs 
tiou of Bis Highness’ merit by making him a Grand Companion of the 
Star of India and of the Indian Emuirp. His I^rfhness’ full title is Amhuid' 
Daula Wazir-ul-Mulk bJawab Sir Hafiz Muhammad Ibrahim Ali Khan 
Bahadur Sanlat Jung G. C. S, I., G. C, I, E, His Highness administers the 
State with the help of a htate Couuoil. The present Menibeta of the 
Council are Lieut. Colonel Sir Cecil Kaye, Kt., C. S. L. C. 1. E,, C.B. E., 
Vice President and Revenue Member; Khan Bahadur Sahibzada Moham- 
mad Ishaq Khan Viqar-ul-Mulk, Home Member; Najm-ud-Daula Sahibzada 
Md.

Report of Inspector General of Police', 

The following are extracts from the administration report of the Tonb 
State Police for the year 1335 Fasli (commencing from 1st November 1927 
to 31st October 19 2S) received from Mr, R. J. H, Fitzpatrick Inspector 
General of Police, Touk Raj. 

(1) I held charged of the State Police throughout the year, 

(2( The reorganisation of Superintendent^' circle silggestad hy me 
last year was given effect to during the year under report with the result 
that Pirawa and Chhabra Parganaa were brought under one Superinten- 
dent of Police. 

M. Yusuf All Khan was transferred from Pltawa to Chhabra Par'* 
gana and appointed to the newly created charge. 

(3) M. Abdul Hadi Circle Inspector was transferred from Tonk to 
Nimbahera to assist the Supeiiuteijdent in checking on outbreak of 
henious crimes by the Minas of Mewar. Sub-Inspector EQaamuddiu 
Kotwai uf Tonk was appointed to carry on the duties of Circle Inspector^ 
Tonk as a temporary measure. He is still working in this capacity as I 
have not been able to relieve M. Abdul Hadi, from Nimbahera. There 
wnre no other changes in the Superintendents' or Circle Inspectors' charges 
du,ing the year. 

{ 4 ) My proposals for starting a lanes School for the training of cons- 
tables, though approved by the State Council, could not be carried out for 
want of funds. Improvement in the Hank and File can be expected unless 
they are given some training in the Reserve. I have again included the 
sum required for this most pres^ng need in the budget and hope the 
Council will advise His Highness to sanction it, so that a start might be 
made to remove this serious dtawback in Police work. 

Conditton of the year, 

The conditions during the year were far from favourable. Scarcity and 
high prices prevailed in the Sironj & Chhabra Pargauas throughout the 
year, owing to the total failure of Rabbi Crops. Conditions were so bad 
that His Highness had to start modified &.mine relief works in the Sitonj 
Pargnna, This indeed was the saving of the perganas and kept the cluti- 
vators employed till the advent of the rains otherwise they certainly would 
have resorted to crimes of a seiious nature. 

Poimeal 

There was no polifidal agitation or communial disturbances during the 
year in any of the Peiganas. 


Crtmei, 

1,771 cases were reported during the year as against 1,56? last year. The 



Tonic nnd Chiiabra Paccanna ^rere rcspousiblc for an increase of 276 ca'ieg. 
This increase however waa not confined to any particular class of crime or 
locaiityi In the Toni: Pargana I hod to take sevoie action against several 
ofKceis for burking crimes. I attribute the increase in this pergana to mote 
honest reporting of cases after the action 1 took. The increase in Chliabra 
wft3 due to raids by Kanjnrs and the scarcity that prevailed. There was a 
decrease in the following peiganaB:- 

Kimbahera had a decrease of 12, Pirawa 36 aud Sironj 24 cases so that 
the next increase was only 204 cases 

195 cases were pending investigation fiom last year. The police there* 
lore had to deal with 1,9G6 cases in all. Of these 1,701 were invostigalcd, 
in 175 cases investigation was refused mostly at the request of complainants. 
Cf 1,791 cases m\estigated 870 were sent up to court with 0. S. A. b27 
remained uutra'cd, 219 were expunged as false and 75 I'emained panriing 
investigation at the close of the year. The number oE cases expunged 
appears abnormally high. 1 have only sanctioned the expuuetion oE about 
50 % of cases sent up to me and then only after action nnder section 1S2 
1. P. t/, had been taken against the complainants or after the investigation 
was checked by the Circle Inspector or Superintendent himseif. From this 
it will bo seen that the public take a very light view of lodging false com- 
plaints. Severe action by Pergana Magistratis js called for when a oharge 
for roaj king a false complaint ia proved in eonrt. The ordinary fining of 
complainants does not appear to have the desired effect of checking this 
dll. The number of cases which remained under investigation at the close 
of the year i. c. 75 is still high but a great improvement on last year’s 
figures which was 195. Every effort is being made to speed up investigations, 
hut there are many obstacles to overcome before investigation work can be 
braugkt into line with IBritish India. Some officers are afraid to admit 
failure to work out cases and consider it better to show a case pending in 
the annual return rather than show it untraced. The Police arc not Avholly 
to blame for this unsatisfactory state of affairs. One Pergana Magistrate 
returned a case for further investigation which had been investigated for 
9 months although the investigation was checked by the Circle Inspector 
and iSuperintendent of police without pointing ont a single defect in the 
investigation. The Officer evidently lost sight of the fact that the police 
hnd powers to reopen an investigation on receipt of any workable clues. 

T hough there has been a s'ight increase of crimes in our State we have not 
faicd ns bed y as other States, For instance in Pargana Nimbahera we had 
29 heinous oiimss only, while in the adjoining Pargana Mandsor of Gwalior 
fc inic there were not lei-s than S7 heinous crimes. 

Of the S70 casts challaucd .*158 were convicted, 97 acquitted, 18 com- 
pounded, 19 m.ide over o other States, 44 dealt with tinder section 512 C. 
C. P., 10 withdrawn and 124 remained pending trial at the close of the year. 
Ihe number of cases acquitted is just over ll%,lhis is a serious defect in 
police work and shows that investigating officers and the prosecuting staff, 
oo not weigh the evidence sufficiently before putting cases up before liiagis* 
trata However egain hare I must draw attention to the fact thof the police 
are not wholly tctponsible for this unsatisfactory state of affiairs. One of 
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tlie chief contributory featuros for .these failures is the long delays by 
agi'sliates in disposing of casbs. Q'he periods between hearings in some 
instances estend to over 0 weeks with the result that acouseds have ample 
opportunity of bringing influence and pressure to beir on wifcnessess. It 
IS not an uncommon thing for a most ordinary case to remain pending trial 
in Court for over 6 months. The introduction of some rule as we have in 
British India that l*ergana Magistrates should submit an explanation to the 
Judicial Member in all cases which have I'emained pending in the courts 
for more than 3 months would, have the effect of speeding up the disposal of 
criminal cases. The old method of judging police work by statistics has long 
heen discontinued in British India and though the returns submitted along 
with this lepbrt aie not as good as those submitted in previous years, I 
consider there has been an all round improvement in the work. 

Conviction of penons. 

1,705 persons were apprehended for crimes. Of these 1,527 Svere sent 
up to court. 115 were released nndei’ section 169 Cr. P. C., 33 wete undei 
arrest in other States awaiting proceedings for extradition, in the case of 
30 others investigation was pending at the close of the year. The number 
of releases under section 1 69 Cr, P.C. are excessive. 1 have fonnd a tendency 
on the part of investigating officers to use their powers of artest for too 
ijniftkly vritlicfut. weighing the evidence against an acenaed person. In some 
cases officers tfonaider the nomination of accused by complainant sufficient 
ground for arrest. Superintendents and Pergana Magistrates should watch 
this evil carefully and bring to notice cases in which police officers in their 
opinion have abused their powers of arrest. 

1 have already issued instructions to the police on the sulyect and will 
take serious notice of cases that come to light. 

Out of 1,527 persons sent up to court 1,056 were convicted, 132 acquit- 
ted, 18 made over to other States, the cases of 31 peraons compounded, 2 
escaped from Judicial iock up and cases against 238 were pending trial ah 
the close of the year, percentage of persons arrested to ehallaned is 90 % 
against 93 last year and percentage of persons convicted to ehallaned is 69 
% against 73 % last year. 

The number of acquittals is excessive. The chief re^ns for this as I have 
already pointed out is the failure of invastigatiug officers and prosecuting 
f-taff to weigh tbo evidence against each individual and the long delays in 
the dibposa: of cases. 

Escapes fi-oju Judicial lock vp, 

2 cases were reported this year. I from Aligarh and the other from 
Strenj The aecnaed in the Aligarh case has been rearrested and convicted. 
The constable who was responsibie for the escape has been convicted under 
section 224 I. P. C. TLe accused in Eironj is still absconding. The constable 
fi.'om whose custody the accuaed escaped has been dismissed. The offence 
of allowing prisoners to escape from custody appear to have been looked 

upon very lightly. 1 consider tliat in all such cases the party at fault should 
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ha criTninallr proascuied nuloss there are special estchttating circmustanees 
111 the cafes. I have issued iustructious to the” Sviji(a'inttiid&.uts ot police in 
these lines.

5l2 C. P. C, has been iakon agmnst 274, Of the 
282 absconders 93 are residents of the Tonk 'State, 172 of other lerritoiios 
and 17 wanderers^ In going into the cases of these absconders I was able 
to expunge the names of no less than 59 for various reasons. There now 
remains on the register 223 absconders (72 of thin State 147 of other States

The number of absconders is abnormally large and this I attribute to' 
want of Co-operation between the various States Police forces. I have asked 
ihe State Counoil to sanction a reward of Rs. 10/- (ten) for each absconder 
arrested and am eending a detailed statement to each Inspector General 
concerned giving details of the absconders and the cases against them. I 
hope this will result in the arrest of some of these absconders. A detailed 
statement of absconders by Perganas is attached.

Discipline of the force on the whole has been good. Cases of misconduct 
occurred which were dealt with both in the criminal court and depattment- 
nlly. Absences without leave still continue to occur. This evil can not ho 
stamped out unless the man are I provided with proper accomodation at 
police statioDs for themselves and their families.

Before concluding my report 1 draw attention to the fact that there is 
no system of training Sub-Inspectors in police work and I suggestto 
remedy this defect that 2 Sub-Inspectors he sent fer a course of training ,
